Examiner's Amendment

71 . A computer readable medium encoded with a computer program for performing 
area correlation on a first feature image and a second feature image using a window 
summation buffer to cache partial results, each feature image including a plurality of 
lines, the computer program comprising for: 

obtaining a line from each feature image; 

computing a correlation of the two lines at a plurality of disparities; 

storing the results of the computing in the window summation buffer; 

using the information stored in the window summation buffer to compute a new 
line in a disparity image; and 
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obtaining successive lines of each of said feature images and updating said 
window summation buffer.
